Who knew climate 
change warnings 
could be so poetic?

An American oceanographer who helped 
write an international report on climate 
change has condensed several of its key find- 
ings— such as how choices made today may 
shape the future world— into a collection of 
succinct poems in the haiku style. 

The poems came to Gregory Johnson, a 
20 -year veteran of the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration, as he pored 
over an executive summary of “Climate 
Change 2013: The Physical Science Basis,” 
while holed up in his Seattle home on a re- 
cent weekend with the flu, he said. 


“I thought that if I tried distilling these 
ideas into haiku, maybe that would help 
fix them in my mind,” said Johnson, a lead 
author on the chapter of the report deal- 
ing with the effects of global warming on 
oceans. “This was not intended for anything 
but my own personal consumption.” 

After penning the poems and painting wa- 
tercolors accompanying each of them, John- 
son, heartened by feedback from friends 
and family, agreed to publish them on the 
website of the Sightline Institute, a Seattle- 
based environmental policy think tank. 

Several of the haiku highlight the report’s 
findings that near-term reduction in green- 
house gas emissions would reduce future 
warming, but that, as one poem concludes, 
“rising seas certain.” 

Others deal with regional weather pat- 


terns that climate change is exp^^-cciicl Tf> re- 
inforce. 

“Wet will get wetter / and cby diiuT, since 
warm air / carries more water,” reads- aiiCither 
of the poems.

Ben’s eagerness to be liked. He’s an appeal- 
ing underdog, working not to be seen as an 
underpuppy But too often “Ride Along” 
seeks laughs from Hart dialing up the volume 
in scene after scene of Ben encountering a 
strange person and failing to control the situ- 
ation. Of course James is a loner who doesn’t 
trust anyone and so forth, and Cube struggles 
as the straight man. (He was a funnier cop in 
a smaller role in “21 Jump Street.”) 

Once James progresses with his bland in- 
vestigation of a villain named Omar— amus- 
ingly the cops only know what he looked like 
at 9 years old— this woefully predictable ac- 
tion-comedy recalls the far superior madcap 
ensemble of “Date Night” and the forgettable 
“The Heat.” Not to mention the countless 
buddy cop movies (“Lethal Weapon”) that the 
PG 13 -rated “Ride Along” admires but lacks 
the edge and character to replicate. 

In fact, the movie makes repeated refer- 
ence to “Training Day” Yet “Ride Along,” 
with its long gaps between laughs, is only 
slightly funnier than the Denzel flick, which 
wasn’t a comedy That’s a problem. 


A premise half- 
heartedly searching 
for a movie, “Ride 
Along” hopes its per- 
sonalities can elevate 
formula into funny 
No dice. 

On paper, the pair- 
ing of short loud- 
mouth Kevin Hart 
and strong, silent 
Ice Cube sounds like 
buddy cop movie 
perfection. On screen 
the dynamic gets old 
and goes next to nowhere. Ben (Hart) wants 
to propose to his girlfriend, Angela (Tika 
Sumpter), but first needs the blessing of her 
brother, James (Cube), an Atlanta police of- 
ficer.

James thinks no one, especially this 
little twerp, is good enough for his sister, and 
believes one day together in a cop car will be 
enough to send Ben running from both his 
profession and family

Movies earn cult 
followings for many 
reasons, and qual- 
ity isn’t always one of 
them. Seemingly com- 
posed from discarded 
Diablo Cody jokes 
(like calling an Asian 
guy “Memoirs of a gay-nerd” and a Mormon 
girl “Whore-mon”), “G.B.F.” may catch on as 
a gay spin on “Mean Girls.” It has sass but not 
laughs. 

It’s also set at a high school that’s meant to 
be conservative (North Gateway High has 
never had an openly gay student) but looks like 
a sunny lively L.A. campus. Not exactly the 
epitome of modern repression. Anyway Brent 
(Paul lacono) wants to come out of the closet 
and earn the attention of the school’s three 
warring queen bees, but his best friend. Tanner 
(Michael J. Willett), accidentally beats him 
to it. Tanner doesn’t want to be treated like a 
straight girl’s fashionable accessory, which is 
both a positive message and a poorly executed 


concept that first forces the shy guy to pas- 
sively cozy up to girls who want to call him 
“bitch” and solicit fashion/romantic advice he 
does not possess. 

If director Darren Stein (“Jawbreaker”) and 
writer George Northy allowed their characters’ 
brains to focus on something other than teen 
movie cliches— acknowledging the inevitable 
makeover montage is a cheap way to get away 
with duplicating conventions — then “G.B.F.” 
might have been a progressive look at modern 
teenhood and gay tolerance that stiU has plenty 
of room to grow Megan MuUally always a 
welcome presence, appears as Brent’s awkward 
but accepting mom, and there’s a better, less 
cartoonish movie to be made about a parent 
who suspects something about her child but 
avoids the issue until he’s ready to talk. 

Instead, “G.B.F.” (featuring distracting 


small parts for Jonathan Silverman, Rebecca 
Gayheart, Horatio Sanz and Joanna “JoJo” 
Levesque) grabs at any lame one-liner it can, 
exhausting its creative effort on “latter-day 
skank” and “He’s spray-Tanner now” The script 
phones in Bible-thumping bigots and a bla- 
tantly closeted Mormon dude, and why when 
someone mentions a “BJ,” does Tanner scream, 
‘A what?!” as if he’s suddenly clueless? 


It’s always important to show that people 
are multi-faceted (preferably in a less “Glee”- 
like manner), and there isn’t a super-long list of 
nonflamboyant, nonstereotypical gay movie 
characters like Tanner. But while the R-rated 
“G.B.F.” fell victim to the MPAAs double 
standard for gay characters, it’s also a victim 
of arriving a decade late and calling itself the 
future.

Down”), a Northwestern alum and Chi- 
cago theater vet, plays Brent’s mom, who 
tries to show her son that he can come 
out to her whenever he feels comfortable. 

If anything changed in her performance 
style during her eight years in Chicago: 

I really learned everything when I lived 
in Chicago and did theater. I didn’t 
study theater at Northwestern, so all 
my training came from doing plays and 
musicals in Chicago. I never really took 
an acting class. 

If she ever looked back on that time and 
wished she had taken more classes: 

{Laughs.} I’m not sure what you’re try- 
ing to say. Matt! No, I’m not that kind 
of person. I’m not an analytical person. 
{If I were I might’ve gotten in my way] 
I’m much more of an instinctive person 
and actress. ... Even though I wasn’t in 
the theater department {at Northwest- 


ern] I did a lot of plays and musicals 
in college and so I learned a lot about 
performance. And then I moved to 
Chicago and did a lot of theater there 
and learned even more. 

If between **Will and Grace ” and 

the upcoming “Date and Switch” (about 
guys who make a pact to lose their virgin- 
ity before prom), she’s trying to maxi- 
mize her gay fan base and be an icon: 

No, I just take jobs based on whether or 
not I feel like I can make the part work, 
make the character work.

But some- 
times I watch stuff that I did and I’m 
like. Well, it could’ve been better. And he 
does the same. And so I’ll say Oh, man, 

I think I blew that one scene, and he’ll 
be like. No, you were good. It’s a nice 
support system. We never really sit there 
and say %u were really terrible in that. 
Because I never think he is terrible, and 


we are supportive of each other.

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Destination-worthy 
dishes at Itaiian 
newcomer Cicchetti

Chicago is in the midst of such an 
Italian restaurant renaissance that 
you can almost smell the garlic in the 
air. The prince of orange clogs, Mario 
Batali, and his band of merry culinar- 
ians recently opened Eataly a castle for 
fresh pasta and parmigiano-reggiano 
procurement. Paul Kahan just debuted 
Nico in the Gold Coast. And now, 
from Michael Sheerin (formerly of 
Trenchermen and Kahan’s Blackbird) 
and restaurateur Dan Rosenthal (Poag

Mahone’s, Sopraffina, Trattoria No. lo) 
comes Cicchetti, a Venetian-inspired 
small plates emporium in Streeterville. 

Cicchetti (pronounced “chick-ket- 
tee”) are appetizers, kind of like the 
Italian version of Spanish tapas— small 
bites, often meant for sharing. In 
Venice, they’re often served at bacari 
or osterias, which proffer salty snacks 
and simple food to complement wine 
or cocktails. Cicchetti was not the pio- 


neer of this concept in Chicago; that 
title belongs to Andersonville’s Bar 
Ombra. But where Ombra is a quirky 
little spot outfitted with bits of archi- 
tectural salvage and a roaring fireplace 
that serves a lot of cold bean salads, 
Cicchetti is a fine-dining temple. 

The menu includes larger plates 
such as a family-style seafood stew 
($34 for one or two people, or $64 for 
three to four) and a 21-day-aged grass- 
fed New York strip steak ($28), but I 
filled up instead on these dishes from 
the namesake cicchetti section of the 
menu, reporters visit restaurants

Aged hanger steak carpaccio 

Sheerin’s presentations often look like scenes 
from a peaceful forest. A carpet of marbled, 
thinly sliced circles of beef was topped with 
a garden of wispy cauliflower slices, splashes 
of pale green aioli and a sprinkle of sour and 
fruity sorrel leaves ($15). The beef itself looks 
like standard carpaccio, but there’s way more 
to it. The slices of hormone- and antibiot- 
ic-free meat come from house-butchered 
hanger steaks that have been formed into a 
cylinder and glued together with transgluta- 
minase (also known as meat glue) and aged 
for two weeks in a fridge; during that time, 
the beef loses moisture and a mineral-rich 
flavor concentrates. The cauliflower is dehy- 
drated in an oven until crispy and tastes like 
an earthy potato chip, and the aioli is blend- 
ed with sweet golden raisins and tangy ca- 
pers to make a velvety sauce that moistens 
the air-dried beef. If you can only order one 
dish off the cicchetti section, this is it. 
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Warm roasted olives 
with focaccia and 
spreads 

While I’ve never had 
carpaccio quite like the 
one at Cicchetti, I’ve had 
warm roasted olives ($8) 
before. Then again, I’ve 
never had them served 
with sweet and sour 
giardiniera, bittersweet 
kumquat marmalade 
(both housemade) and a 
melting crescent moon 
of European butter. This 
trio is the perfect slather 
for the side of crusty fo- 
caccia made by sous and 
pastry chef Sarah Jordan 
(GT Fish & Oyster, Boka). 
This bread, which is 
made from an heirloom 
sourdough starter, has a 
bubbled airy interior and 
features twice as many 
nooks and crannies as 
an English muffin. 




Bruschette assortite 

The bruschette ($8 for three, $14 for six) here are 
not soggy slices covered in pale chopped tomato 
and wilted basil. These grilled rounds of bread are 
piled high with garnishes that include creamy pre- 
served tuna with pickled shallot, a lick of luscious 
duck liver pate studded with cocoa nibs, and a 
thick slice of pork belly over shaved fennel. 


House-cured sardines 

Sardines are often tiny 
and/or bony, but these 
($14) are massive, meaty 
planks that have been 
salted, sweetened with 
sugar, lightly pickled and 
left to cure for a few days. 
The flesh is moist and ru- 
by-colored and the skin 
briny and sweet. The fish 
is served with an herb- 
laden horseradish cream 
and pumpernickel toast, 
which is run through the 
house pasta maker to 
make it crisp and thin. 



Pork cracklins 

Speaking of pork, a shallow 
steel wok-like bowl is filled 
with fried cracklins ($7) and 
then showered with salty 
parmesan and rosemary. 
The arrangement of curled 
pig skin looks like a mess 
of mysterious sea creature 
tentacles, and I pretty much 
polished it all off by myself. 

I really love the vinegar 
punch on the pork rinds 
they serve at The Publican, 
but right after those, these 
rinds might be the next 
best in town. 




Salt cod and pancetta croquettes 

These savory little doughnut hole- 
like orbs ($9) are made from salt 
cod mixed with pancetta that’s fried 
and tossed on a plate of lemony aio- 
li. Like the cracklins, I popped these 
in my mouth like candy and the 
plate was demolished in minutes. 

The bottom line 

Sheerin and Jordan alone would be 
a great set of chefs, but with sous 
chef Phil Rubino (L20, Acadia) also 
on board, Cicchetti’s crew is truly 
a dream team. Their Italian small 
plates look simple and classic, but 
the technique and flavor under- 
pinning their work is as complex, 
detailed and as pleasing as the stuff 
you’d find at Spiaggia. Frankly, it’s 
more inventive and it costs at least 
half as much.
